Dr. Rubrecht read the 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Thirty-third Annual Convention of the English Evangelical 
Lutheran cymes of the Northwest 
Fathers and Brethern: 


Peace be with you, and love with faith, from God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


We are assembled for Annual Convention in one of the strongholds 
of American Lutheranism. This is not only revealed by the fact that 
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10 _ SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST 


there are 122 Lutheran congregations, 5 Lutheran Colleges and Academies. 


a flourishing Lutheran Bible Institute, a Training School for Mission Work- 
ers, 7 Lutheran Hospitals and no less than 6 other Lu organizations 
including the largest and most extensive Inner Mission Institution in 
America located in the Twin Cities but by the further fact that 269 Lutheran 
clergymen reside in this important center. Dr. Lenker, one of our well 
known statisticians, recently published a list of Lutheran ministers residing 
in the principal cities of America, showing that New York City alone has a 
larger number to its credit. There are six cities that can boast of 100 
Lutheran clergymen or more as follows: 
New York, 289; Chicago, 216; Minneapolis, 162: Philadelphia, 133; 

St. Paul, 107; Milwaukee, 101. Then follow St. Louis with 90; Detroit, 
77; Pittsburgh, 68; Baltimore, 65; Cleveland, 52; Columbus, 42, Buffalo, 
39; Omaha, 33; Washington, 31; Seattle, 31. It is well known to all that 
the densest portion of American Lutheranism is on the territory of the 


Synod of the Northwest. We are convened in the throbbing heart of a great 


and growing portion of our great country. The Twin Cities rule the North- 
west. We are on strategic ground where significant movements for the 
welfare of the church are in the moulding. It is equally significant that 
the business sessions of this Convention shall be held in this institution 
which we believe in the Providence of God will become a mighty factor for 
conservative English Lutheranism in the Northwest, and in this city to 
which we welcome you all where the first beginnings were made just forty 


‘years ago. St. John’s our oldest congregation, will fittingly celebrate this 
important milestone with a series of special services on Sunday, June 3rd. 


The past year has been one of progress in many directions. At no 
time in the history of Synod have so many splendid buildings projects been 


under way of construction or contemplated. Some of the finest church 


edifices in the United Lutheran Church are going up on our field. Brick 


and stone are taking the place of stucco and wood. The small chapel is 
‘being supplanted by the costly cathedral. It is an evidence of expansion, 
growth and interest. 


Portions of the church are still situates from economic conditions 
but our people generally have been very loyal to their pastors and congre- 
gations. Marked increased attendance at services and the Sacrament 
and large accessions are common. Where the principles of stewardship 
are encouraged and emphasized the gifts of our people continue to flow into 
the Lord’s treasury. An increasing number of congregations are beginning 


to see that it pays to supply the pastor with an automobile and other useful 


helps. Many substantial increases in salary are noted. Four new con- 


gregations seek admittance into Synod. Opportunities for further expan- 


sion and new work are continually presenting themselves. Moreover, the 
pastors have been very faithful in the preaching of the Word, and the Lord 
has fulfilled His promise My Word shall not return unto me void, but it 


shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing wnere- 


to I sent it.“ 


The State of the tn 


Following the instructions of Synod laid down three years ago I again 
mailed to all pastors or secretaries of congregations a blank on the State 
of the Church. All congregations except St. Paul’s, Waterloo; Trinity, 
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Church's Ferry; Trinity, New London; Holy Trinity, Superior; Trinity, 
Williston; and St. James, Spring Brook, answered the questionairre. .... 
A summary of the blanks reveals the following facts and information: 
Forty-six congregations report that the average attendance at services 
is increasing. Three report it decreasing and sixteen stationary. We be- 
lieve that a careful count of the whole Synod for the past year would show 
a marked increase in church attendance and interest. 


Thirty-nine congregations hold regular Sunday evening services ex- 
cepting during the summer months. This is the same as a year ago. Win- 
nipeg does not dispense with Sunday evening services during the summer 
months. Interest seems to vary, only eight reporting it good. Three 


report an average attendance of over 100: Atonement, Racine 104; Redeemer 


Minneapolis, 116; Holy Communion, Racine, 150. St. John’s, Oshkosh,; 
Holy Trinity, Minneapolis; St. Peter’s, Janesville; Atonement, Beloit; St. 
Mark’s, Grand Forks and St. Mark’s, Fargo, report an attendance of 50 


or more. Several pastors report small attendance for ordinary evening 
service but full for lectures and special programs. New reas N. D. 


boasts of the best attendance at evening services. 

Eleven congregations report mid-week services throughout wn of 
the year, an increase of three. One congregation reports an average at- 
tendance of 150 at these services. Bible study and courses of lectures 
principally on the catecnism prevail. | 

Thirty-two congregations keep a record of attendance of all sine Glad, 
an increase of one. 

in Synod. 

Most pastors do not know how extensively ende worship is obser ved 
in their congregations. 

Nine congregations have not yet introduced a two year course of cate- 
chetical instruction. This is three less than a year ago and eight less than 
the previous year. Two congregations require three years work and two 
four years work. A number of congregations are nen wn 
religious schools. 


Twenty Sunday Schools observe Missionary Sunday once a month, 
an increase of one. 


Thirty-seven Sunday Schools report the use of the Baby Duplex en- 


velope, a decrease of one. 

The questionaires reveal the following information on Young People’s 
Organizations: Nineteen congregations have no organization of any kind 
for young people; twenty-one congregations report one organization; fif- 
teen report two organizations; seven report three; four report four; one re- 
ports five and one nine. . This tabulation does not include organized classes 
in Sunday School. The organizations may be classified as follows: 34 
Luther Leagues; 5 Intermediate Luther Leagues; 7 Junior Luther Leagues; 
6 Light Brigades; 7 Boys’ Clubs; 5 Boys’ Scout Troops; 5 Girls’ Clubs; 
6 Young People’s Societies; 4 Young Women’s Societies; 2 Junior Mis 
sionary Societies; other organizations reported are King’s Daughters; 
Dorcas Societies; Gleaners; Laurels; Adelphias; Triangle Clubs; a Cate- 


ehatienl Associaton; 11 organized Sunday School classes; a Radio and a 
Tennis Club.

congregations report Men's organizations or Brother- 
hoods. 

All but three congregation use the Duplex or system. 

All but six congregations regularly conduct an annual Every Member 
Canvass. 

Monthly remittance of benevolence funds is 8 Fitteen congre- 
gations still remit intermittently. A number of these report that church 
officers are “instructed to do so.“ Several congregations remitted directly 
to the Treasurer of the United Lutheran Church which is contrary to all 
precedent. 

Seventy young men are reported as having the Gospel ministry in 
view. 

Thirty-five congregations have not * supplied their pastors with 
automobiles as suggested by recommendation of Synod. Five additional 
congregations fell in line with Synod’s recommendation during the year. 
Several have the matter under consideration. About 15 of the pastors of 
Synod have purchased their own machines. 

Thirty-six congregations do not provide the pastor with 2 a telephone. 


The pastor foots the bill. This should be changed in view of repeated 


recommendation of Synod that congregations supply the pastor with tree 
telephone and necessary office supplies. 

The salaries paid to the pastors and general workers of !Synod range 
from $780 to $4000.00 and parsonage as follows: One pastor receives 
$780; one $1100 and parsonage; one $1400 and parsonage; four $1500; ten 
$1500 and parsonage; one $1600; one $1600 and parsonage; one $1650; one 
$1700 and parsonage; eight $1800; five $1800 and parsonage; one $1960; 
five $2000; five $2000 and parsonage; three $2100 and parsonage; one $2250 
and parsonage; one $2280; one $2400; two $2400 and parsonage; three 
$2500; one $2600; one $2750 and parsonage; nine $3000; one $3300 and par- 
sonage; one $3500 and parsonage; one $3600 and one $4000 and parsonage. 
This tabulation shows that the congregations of Synod believe that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire. Many increases have been made during the 
past year. Many more should be made. Pastors as well as others are 
entitled to a full dinner pail. 

The reports in almost every item would indicate that we have every

Cleveland Conference 


It is generally known to the church that the authorities of the Chicago 
Theological Seminary reported to the Executive Board of the United Luth- 
eran Church its readiness to arrange in 1924 to have the directors chosen 
from such Synods of the U. L. C. as are ready to assume and promote the 
moral and financial trust now committed to the Board of the Seminary. In 
the same communication it was stipulated “that, in order properly to con- 


summate this change in the policy of our institution, we suggest that the 


Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church in America request said 
synods to appoint committees, which shall in conjunction with the Board 
of Directors of the Seminary formulate plans by which the directors from 
the various Synods may be elected.”’ 

The Executive Board placed this matter in the hands of Dr. Knubel, 
President of the U. L. C. In pursuance thereof an informal conference 
was held at Cleveland, Ohio, April 19, 1923, with the Presidents of the 
following Synods in attendance: Illinois, Indiana; Michigan, Northwest, 
Ohio and Pittsburgh. 

As the result of that . the full concurrence of the Presi- 
dents mentioned the following plan of prodecure was * to the 
Executive Board by President Knubel.

is three-fold: 
1. The U. L. C. and its agencies will not and can not interpose or in- 


_ terfere in any way in matters of theological education. That is purely 


and entirely a synodical matter. 
2. The question of future relationship with Chicago Seminary, if de- 


sirable, is left entirely to the judgement of synodical bodies. 


8. Before any radical changes in the present status of theological 


seminaries are attempted by any or all of the constituent synods or agencies 


of the church, and that includes all of our seminaries, a thoroughgoing 


study of the whole theological problem and of the future needs of the church 


is necessary. Such adjustments as may be desirable and proper through- 
out the United Lutheran Church will take time and require a large measure 
of unity in spirit and action. The fires of prejudice and ill will must first

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burn out umd ie Gm. Regularity of procedure as it effects all consti- 
tutional action of the church must be adhered to strictly. All parties 


concerned must see clearly the distinction between advisory prerogative’ 


and synodical right. Above all considerations the peace of the church 
must be restored before any constructive readjustments can be considered 
or consummated, if such are desirable and necessary. 

The United Lutheran Church would be a negligible quantity in the 
Middle West and West without its western seminaries. It’s weakness on 
the coast today and throughout Canada in particular is admittedly due to 


tardiness in the establishment and adequate support of strategically lo- 


cated theological institutions. The Synod of the Northwest owes more to 
the Chicago Seminary for its success and growth in the past than to any 
other institution. Rightly rehabillitated and reorganized under the con- 


trol of the church this institution can still be of service to the Synod of 


the Northwest in a supplimental way. It will be useful in caring for our 
growing work in Eastern and Southern Wisconsin. It cannot serve us 
efficiently in this upper end of the Mississippi valley and in the growing 
towns and cities of Western Minnesota, the Dakotas, Montana and the 


Prairie Provinces of Canada. If the U. L. C. is to establish herself in the 


western portion of our alloted territory, it will be through the instrumen- 
tality of Northwestern and not through any other agency. 

In view of the action of the Executive Board and its desire to assist 
in every possible way in the readjustment of the Chicago Seminary difficulty 
and in consideration of the conclusions reached in the Cleveland Confer- 
ence, I recommend that the Committee on Resolutions prepare a suitable 
resolution for adoption by Synod expressing our good will toward the 
Chicago Seminary and in case an invitation should be extended to this body 
at any time to assist in the reorganization of the Seminary on the basis of 
the Cleveland Conference, that the President of Synod be authorized to 
appoint a committee to confer with the authorities of the Chicago Semi- 
nary on the aforementioned basis.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND 
CHURCH EXTENSION 


At our annual Convention a year ago the President of Synod was 
asked to continue to assume the duties of the Synodical Super- 
intendent of Missions in connection with his other duties in order that 
Rev. M. J. Bieber, D. D., the Superintendent, might continue to canvass | 
_ funds for Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. Acting in ac- 
cordance with the expressed wish of Synod the President has endeavored 
hereby desire to present the following report: 

In previous reports to this body frequent reference was made to the 
tremendous responsibility resting upon the home missionary agencies of the 
Lutheran Church operating in the great Northwest. It has been a rich 
field for home missionary endeavor. Here the Lutheran populations of 
Europe came and settled by the hundreds of thousands annually. In 
some years the Lutheran influx into America mounted to a quarter of a 
million souls. Small wonder that we grew. We could not help but grow. 
Until a few years ago we had advantages that no other Protestant church 
had. It was an easy matter to plant Home Missions. In the rapid growth 
of the church as a whole as it is revealed in accessions and statistics we saw 
just one side of the problem, our climbing figures, our passing other strong 
denominations in numerical strength, our solidly Lutheran communities 
and an ever inéféasing number of towns and cities with an ever increasing 
Lutheran population and constituency, our multiplying successes and our 
growing influence in every field of endeavor as we have gradually emerged > 
from a supposedly alien and foreign population with foreign ideals into 
America’s best citizenship, loyal, thrifty, industrious and law-abiding. 
Our eyes were on the past rather than on the future and we gloried in our 
doctrinal orthodoxy. We did not see or care to see the other side of the 

picture. Most of us did not know that we are loosing out until Dr. Norlie 
and others called our attention to this unfortunate fact. We did not see 
our losses, our neglect, our failures, at least, we did not regard them very 
- geriously. The Home Mission graph in the Lutheran World Almanac 
came as a shock to most of us. We still publish our accessions at Easter- 
tide but not our losses. It matters little it seems that 100,000 names are 
stricken from the church records in four years and this does not include 
deaths or transfers. It matters little it would seem to some that there are 
still three unchurched Lutherans in all of our large towns and cities to every 
one that is churched. The other side of the picture is not pleasant to con- 
Worst of we Rave usually closed our ayes when someone 
has been rude enough to call our attention to it. 
| Now, as one of our leaders has recently pointed out, our Church is face 
to face with the real test. Now we are on about the same working basis 
as far as material goes as our Reformed neighbors. Lutheran imigration 


has dwindled and almost stopped. Numerical growth in large portions of 
the Lutheran Church has also stopped. Some of the divisions of the church 
have scarcely advanced beyond the figures of a decade ago. Some have 
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actually lost out. In addition to this nearly all of the Lutheran bodies are 
still predominantly rural in their constituency. Solid counties and whole 

states in the Northwest are largely Lutheran in rural population. The 
young people especially the forward looking and ambitious are leaving the 
farms and crowding into the larger cities. In 1910 there were 7,000,000 
more people in the country than in the cities. In 1920 there were 4,- 
000,000 more in the cities than in the country, a shifting of 11,000,000. 
Latest statistics show that the shifting of population continues at an in- 
creased rate. No church is effected as seriously as we are in this shifting 
population. Our inefficiency in coping with a situation of this kind is just 
dawning upon us. The home mission problem in the Northwest is in fact 
a bigger and a more urgent problem than ever. 


It requires no stretch of the imagination to see elements of alarm in the 
present situation. With such a tremendous exodus of young people from 
the farms into the centers of population, and here in the Northwest made up 
largely of Lutheran young people, we need not be surprised that the Re- 
formed churches with a combined membership only two-thirds as strong 
as the Lutheran church membership is actually growing twice as fast. 
The great problem of the Reformed churches is the rural problem. Our 
big problem is not the rural problem; our problem is the town problem and 
the big city problem. If we are to master this problem and stop the leak- 

age it will not only require radical changes in home missionary policies but a 1 
rousing of the church to a realization of the situation as it confronts us 11 
and the filling of all of our theological seminaries with young men who will ap 
be willing to go out and do the work which is necessary to stem the tide. 1 
It will mean the finding and the training of hundreds of young men who will 
be willing to go forth with old-fashioned missionary zeal and enterprise to 
advance the casue of Christ. 


There are other phases of home missionary enterprise that should arrest 
the attention of the church. Others are busy along these lines and there is (|i 
no good reason why we should not be up and doing. Our attention has 1 
recently been called to several permanent lumber camps. One of our 
students is now serving such a point and will spend the summer on the 
field. The settlement and development of northern Minnesota, so that it 

is passing from a rough timber country into a rapidly widening area of 
cultivated land, have gone on faster in the last twelve years than in all the | 
state’s history. More farms have been cleared and cropped, more cows hg 
and hogs and stock brought in, more houses and barns and silos built, more 1 
creameries organized and operated; and in every department of agriculture 
there has been astonishing growth. In a measure the same may be said of | 
northern Wisconsin. The church is needed in all of these settlements. lt 
offers a rare opportunity for a specific type of home missionary work. The ig 
Canadian Northwest is still largely untouched territory, a difficult field but ie 
one that must be entered. Bulletin No. 12, Sixth Census of Canada, issued 11 
a few weeks ago shows that there as 287, 484 Lutherans in the Dominion 
Empire and most of them in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. Only a | 
fraction of this number are gathered into the church. Our home mis- 9 
sionary machinery could be doubled and trebled on this territory and we = 
would still be trailing the efforts of the Reformed churches. &§ 

The language problem in the Lutheran Church is slowly adjusting 
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itself but not as rapidly as some suppose. In the meantime the losses 
continue to mount. In 1906 there were 24 Lutheran Synods listed, of 
which only 10 had congregations reporting services conducted in English 
only. In the United Synod South 99 per cent of the congregations had 
service in English only; in the General Synod it was 85 per cent; in the 
Joint Ohio, 21 per cent; in the Synodical Conference, 4 per cent; the Nor- 

wegian Synods had only 21 English Congregations out of 2639, less than 
em per cent in e 1 674, or 25 per cent of these congregations used 
both languages. 

In 1916 there were 21 Lutheran Synods listed, of which 17 had reported 
congregations using services in the English language only. The United 
Synod South had only four congregations left using a foreign language. 
The General Synod advanced to 88 per cent of its work in English only; 
Joint Ohio to 31 per cent; Synodical Conference to 10 per cent; the Nor- 
wegian Synods to 6 per cent. | 

The 1919 Statistical Year Book of the Missouri gives the following 
summary of languages used in the services: 

“22 per cent or 715 congregations, are all German; 30 per cent, or 


959 congregations are more German than English; 26 per cent, or 819 con- 
_ gregations, are half English and half German; and 14 per cent, or 469 con- 


gregations, are all in English.“ 

The progress toward English in the Norwegian Lutheran Church may 
be gathered from the following figures: In 1905, 5 per cent of the sermons, 
18 per cent of the catechizations and 17 per cent of the Sunday School 


work were in English. In 1910, 13 per cent of the sermons, 27 per cent of 
the catechizations and 21 per cent of the Sunday School were in English. 


In 1915, 22 per cent of the sermons, 27 per cent of the catechizations and 
27 per cent of the Sunday School work were in English. In 1920, 34 per 
cent of the sermons, 49 per cent of the catechizations and 75 per cent of the 
Sunday School work were in English. 


SIGNIFICANT CHANGES 


At the last Convention of the United Lutheran Church held in Buffalo, 
N. V., it was finally decided that the headquarters of the Board of Hom® 
Missions and Church Extension should be located in Chicago as pre 
viously determined upon at the Washington Convention. The transfer 
has been made and the headquarters of the Board are now comfortably 
housed in the new Lutheran Publication Building, 600 Cass St., Chicago. 

We also take pleasure in announcing that Rev. John F. Seibert, D. D. 
formerly Superintendent of Missions of the Central and Western Districts, 
has been elected to the position of General Secretary of the Board in the 
place Rev. H. H. Weber, D. D. who had resigned. Dr. Seibert enters upon 
a larger sphere of labor with many years of ripened experience in home mis- 
sionary endeavor behind him and the best wishes of the church. A general 
gathering of all Superintendents and Field Missionaries will be held in 
the fallin connection with the fall meeting of the Board to determine policies 


and to make a thorough survey of the home mission situation in America 
today. It will be a notable gathering freighted with great possibilities, 
especially in view of the recent action of the Board to adopt a more aggres- 
sive policy in spying out the land and establishing new work. 
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The Synodical Board of Home Missions and Church Extension held 


four meetings during the year on the following dates: Sept. 5, 1922, at the 


Minneapolis Y. M. C. A.; Dec. 5, 1922, April 5, 1923 and May 28, 1923 at 
Northwestern Seminary. At these meetings the quarterly reports of the 
Acting Superintendent are heard and all necessary business transacted. 
An Executive Committee acts in the interim. 


THE FIELD 


In some respects the past. year has been an exceedingly trying one- 
It has had its own peculiar problems. The spirit of restlessness which is 
only too prevalent in the church today has also found its way into our mis- 
sions. Congregations are growing more and more critical it would seem 
and demand much more of their pastors than formerly. Only the strongest 
type of men can expect to be reasonably successful in mission work today. 
This means continual shifting of men and frequently prolonged vacancies. 
Economic conditions have béen bad in portions of Synod and will continue 
for some time to come. Several of the missions permitted themselves to 
become somewhat seriously involved with over ambitious building pro- 
grams, A few are still floundering in the Slough of Despondency. On the 
whole the missionaries have been very faithful and deserve much credit for 
carrying on during a rather difficult year.

The Board reassumed support of this mission December 1, 1922. It 
has had a rather checkered career from the very beginning but is finding 
its bearings and will move forward.

Its property consists of a very modest frame build- 
ing splendidly located and a small house hardly suitable for a parsonage 
which rents for $18.00 a month. The cost of the property was $10,000. 
Many old bills incurred in the days of organization have been paid off. 
Billings is still suffering from the financial depression prevalent in the West. 

Montana has a future in spite of present difficulties. It is rapidly be- 
coming one of the big oil producing states. Several new railroads will be 
built this summer tapping new fields of mineral and oil. Irrigation pro- 
jects are still in their infancy. The growing cities should be entered not- 
withstanding rather severe birth pains. It is the policy of all other boards. 
Efforts should be made to find a suitable man to fill the vacancy of the 
Montana Field Missionary. He could also be used to develop the growing 
cities of the Prairie Provinces of Canada.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ON NORTHWESTERN 
LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


At its last convention, Synod resolved to move Northwestern Lutheran 
Seminary to the Twin Cities for the opening of the school year. Immediate- 
ly upon the adjournment of Synod, your Committee took steps to carry 
out the action of this body. A Committee was appointed who after putting 
forth every effort to secure suitable quarters for the Seminary recommended 
that the building in which we dre now assembled, be purchased. This 
your Board decided to do, and immediately took steps to acquire same, 
and have the property transferred to the Synod on the following terms: 
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2 


The purchase price for lot, building and furniture was $35000.00 on terms 
so easy and reasonable that your Committee concluded that it could not 
afford to allow the opportunity to slip, accordingly the Seminary was 
opened in this building. ! 
We submit the report of the President to this Committee on the con- 
duct of the School, which is as follows: 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF NORTHWESTERN 
LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. MAY 28, 1923 


& <u accordance with the resolution of the Synod of the Northwest at 
YF Milwaukee, Wis., last June, the Seminary was removed from Fargo, N. D. 
B to Minneapolis, Minn. The Committee appointed by the Executive Com- 
. mittee to select a location and building in Minneapolis suitable for our 
5 purpose found a Y. M. C. A. building for sale at a low price and recom- 
| mended its purchase. The purchase was made, and the Seminary finds 
itself housed in a building exceedingly well adapted for its purposes. It 
has light and cheerful rooms for the students, a lecture room for each of the 
professors, a large chapel, a tiled kitchen and dining-room in the basement, 
1 a well equipped recreation-room, and shower baths. In addition there are 
a two apartments in the west end of the building which accommodate the 
- families of Dr. Gerberding and the President. The use of these two apart- 
ments by the professors named reduces the cost of maintenance. 

The President and his family removed from Fargo to Minneapolis 
August Ist, 1922 in order to be on hand to arrange for certain remodelings _ 
and changes in the building to fit it better for seminary purposes. He 
moved into his flat September Ist, and on the same date Dr. Gerberding 
moved into his. Dr. Reed came to Minneapolis in August and Prof. Roth 
in September. 

K The needed repairs to the building were completed in time for the 
opening of school. On October 4 and 5 the Central Conference of Synod 
held its Fall Convention in the Seminary Building, and in the evening of 
October 5 the Seminary was regularly opened for the new school-year. _ 
The opening service was held in the chapel and was attended by about two 
hundred or two hundred and fifty persons. It was a beautiful and in- 
spiring service, at which many pastors and la:“ members of our Synod, as 
well as pestors and members of Norwegian and Swedish Churches were 
present. The services were conducted by Rev. Alfred Ramsey, D. D., 
Rev. G. H. Trabert, D. D., and Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D. D. The presi- 
dent of Synod, Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht, 8. D. delivered the address. 
3 showing the need and purpose of our Seminary. 
a In accordance with the action of the Board, Rev. A. C. P. Hays was 
eS engaged as Instructor in certain Theological branches, and Professor John 
Seaman Garns as Instructor in Elocution and Voice Culture. : 
Eleven new students were enrolled during the year. The total num- 
ber of students enrolled during the year is nineteen; two post-graduates, 
‘six seniors, four middlers, and seven juniors. One junior dropped out 
during the year, owing to inadequate preliminary training and consequent 
inability to do the required work. 
The work of the Seminary has gone on uninterruptedly during the 
year, and the students have done good work. The health of the student 
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body has been excellent. That of the faculty has been excellent also, 
except that Prof. Roth was ill for a week or so at the end of the school- : 
year. 
In addition to the regular work of the professors and instructors, pro- 
vision was made during the year by action of the Board for a series of lec- 
tures on some special theological topic. Rev. Alfred Ramsey, D. D. of 
Stacy, Minn. was the Special Lecturer for this year. The subject of his 
lectures was “The Faith and the Fathers.“ In a thorough and scholarly 
way these lectures, ten in number, pointed out the essential agreement of 
the teachings of the ancient Church Fathers with the doctrines of the Augs- 
burg Confession. 
Among the many persons, prominent in various lines, who spoke or 
lectured to the students at the Seminary during the year are the following: 
Rev. Schaffnit on Inner Missions“; Mrs. Sanford on Missions“; Rev. 
Tholakson on “Japan’’.

These courses at 
offer the pastors of our Synod and others an opportunity for systematic ‘ 
study of any theological subject under the guidance of the faculty of the 
: ‘Seminary. Degrees will be conferred when the stipulated amount of work 
has been done.

When Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary was established 
at Grand Forks, in 1921, it was done by unanimous consent. This im- 
portant and far-reaching step had the full approval of the Survey Com- 
mission of the United Lutheran Church which was also present at that 
Convention of Synod. A year ago for reasons well known to all and fully 
stated in last year’s minutes, it was decided to move the institution to the 
Twin Cities, where it has been in successful operation and where in a much 


fuller measure it has enjoyed privileges and opportunities denied it in its 


former location. In view of a number of circumstances there has been some 
difference of opinion on the question of relocation. 


The entire matter of Northwestern Seminary, including Wb 
came before the Convention of the United Lutheran Church in a lengthy 
and well prepared report of the Executive Board and its recommendations. 
After considerable discussion the recommendation of the Executive Board 
and a substitute recommendation of the Chairman of our delegation were 


referred to a Committee of fifteen for further recommendation. This 


committee after a number of conferences brought in the following report 
which was adopted: 


your Special Committee on Northwestern Seminary, after organizing, 


invited representatives of the Synod of the Northwest, and of the Survey 
Commission, and other members of the Synod of the Northwest present 
at this Convention, to confer with it. After careful and prayerful considera- 
tion of facts offered by all concerned, your Committee submits the follow- 
ing: 

“After referring to the Constitution of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, Article VIII, Section I, we recognize the constitutional right 
of a constitutient Synod to decide its internal affairs. 

„The Survey Commission of the United Lutheran Church in America 
was invited by the President of the Synod of the Northwest to advise and 
counsel with the Executive Committee of that Synod with respect to the 
Synod’s Missionary and educational interests. The Synod thereby volun- 


tarily waived its constitutional right recognized above insofar as advice 


and counsel, approval or disapproval, are concerned. 


“At this conference the Commission made its position emphatic against. 


the establishment of a Seminary at Minneapolis for the following reasons: 
‘As being (1) unnecessary; (2) open tothe clear construction of being merely 
a continuation of the ad interim“ Seminary and as such, objectionable to 


all best consideration; (3) an open affront to other general Lutheran bodies, 


* of which have Seminaries at or near ö 
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tion may effect the interests of a contiguous Synod, or even of the whole 
body, that in these matters the advice and consent of the United Lutheran 
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However, purely on the ground cf missionary necessity, it was unani- 
mously decided to locate a Seminary not farther East than Fargo, N. D. 
In this decision, at its meeting in June 1921, the Synod of the Northwest 
unanimously concurred. 

“Being informed by the W Committee of the Synod of the 
Northwest that it would recommend to its June Convention this year the 
removal of the Seminary to Minneapolis, the location so emphatically pro- 
tested by the Commission, a conference was held on May 11, 1922, between 


the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church in America and the 


President of the Synod of the Northwest. After this conference, and on 
the same date, the Executive Board approved the recommendation of the 
Survey Commission locating the Seminary at Fargo, North Dakota, or 
vicinity’; but did not deem it wise to take other action on the proposed 
removal lest the action of Synod might be prejudiced. : 
- “Acting under its constitutional right and under the conviction that 
it was for the best insterests of the Seminary, the Synod at its Convention 
a few weeks later, in spite of the expressed opinion of the Executive Board 
that the judgment of the Survey Commission was correct, decided to re- 
move the Seminary to Minneapolis. 


“In the light of all the facts submitted, your Committee recommends: 
1. That the substitute resolution offered by the Chairman of the 


delegation of the Synod of the Northwest be not adopted: (a resolution 
asking for full approval of Northwestern at Minneapolis.) 


2. That the United Lutheran Church in America, approve the action 
of its Executive Board, Bulletin of this Convention page 18, section 2, 
tem 1, resolution a: (That we also now approve that part of the Report 
of the Survey Commission to the Northwest, Pacific Coast and Canada, 
relating to the establishing of a theological Seminary, purely on the grounds 
of missionary necessity, not farther east than Fargo, N. D.) | 
, *. That we recognize that the Synod of the Northwest was acting 


under its constitutional right in relocating the Seminary, but we deplore 


the fact that Synod has seen fit to act contrary to the judgment of the Sur- 
vey Commission, of the Executive Board, and of the Board of Education 
of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

4. Since the establishment of relocation of an educational institu- 


Church in America or of the Executive Board and the Board of Education 
be secured in harmony with the Constitution of the Board of Education, 


Article VIII, Section 1.“ 


Your Board of Directors feel that these resolutions are clear and to 


the point. They acknowledge the constitutional right of all constituent 


synods to determine their own internal affairs. They acknowledge that 
the Synod of the Northwest was fully within its constitutional rights in 
every step that it has taken to establish and locate Northwestern Seminary. 
The history prefacing the resolutions and the resolutions themselves fully 
acknowledge that Synod acted not only in good faith and for what it be- 
lieved to be for the best interest of the church, but that it acted in a perfectly 
orderly manner. 

When the resolutions state that “Synod thereby waived its consti. 
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tutional right, according to the declaration of the Chairman of the Com-

Notwithstanding the clarity of the Buffalo resolutions ; recognizing 
the full right of the Synod of the Northwest to establish, locate and relo- 
cate its own theological institution, the impression has prevailed in certain 
quarters that Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary: should be 
discontinued, and that there was the real purpose and intent of the Buffalo 
resolutions. Signed statements from the President of the United: Luther- 
an Church and the Chairman of the Committee of Fifteen in: the hands of 
the officials of Synod entirely disprove this contention. The U. L. C. sees 


the need and has approved the need of a Seminary on this territory. The 


Synod of the Northwest has been a great home missionary. foree in the 
past. The Church wants this Synod to lengthen her cords and strengthen 
her stakes in every direction. The question as to whether “we intend to 
cover the entire land effectively or to limit our work and to become in fact 
provincial’? the Survey Commission in its lengthy report to the U. L. C. 


answers in the affirmative and adds “neglect of this territory would be in- 


excusable.”” To assist in carrying out this worthy program of expansion 
in aggressive home missionary endeavor, the church has approved a theo- 
logical institution on this territory. It is true, that the Church approved 
the recommendation of the Survey Commission and the Executive Board 
as to location, but at the same time it recognizes the right of the Synod to 
establish the school and to relocate it at Minneapolis. Your Board takes 
it for granted that the Church was sincere and in earnest when it took steps 
to encourage this Synod to establish a theological seminary and that it 
desired it to become a real missionating agency for the Northwest. To 
attain this purpose it soon became evident that Fargo or vicinity“ was 


not the place for Northwestern Seminary. A fundamental mistake as to 


location has been made. To have remained in Fargo would have been 
suicidal. This discovery is no way invalidated the need of the institution. 

Now that the necessity of a theological Seminary for the training of 
young men in sufficient numbers to care for the growing needs of the ex- 
panding home missionary program of the church is clearly seen; and inas- 
much as the rights and the responsibilities of Synod in all of its actions as it 
pertains to the establishment and relocation of Northwestern Lutheran 
Theological Seminary have been clearly recognized by the action of the 
Buffalo Convention of the United Lutheran Church:

The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, 

Greetings: 

The Committee on “Students for the Ministry” begs to present the 
following report: 

A questionnaire sent out on May 8 to the pastors of the Syned elicited 
24 replies out of a possible 57 which furnish the following data: | 

Twenty of the 24 held special services stressing the ministry. The 
24 reports a list of 132 names of likely boys and young men. They were 

also requested to send a duplicate list to the Rev. C. S. Bauslin, College 
Secretary of the Board of Education of the U. Ke who kindly furnished 
the list blanks. 

Of the 132 names “of boys sent in, some are attending the Grammer 
Grades but most of them the High Schools. A few are attending Acada- 
mies, normal schools, colleges, and other schools of higher education. Of 
these, 15 have definitely decided to enter the ministry. In the same pro- | 
portion the other 33 congregations should furnish 165 names of boys and 1 

: young men including 20 who expect to enter the ministry. This would a 

1 give the Synod at least 40 or 50 prospects for the ministry out of a list of ae

Dr. Haupt read the 
REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


The Lord of The Harvest says:—‘"Whereunto shall we liken the King- 
dom of God; or with what comparison shall we compare it? 
It is like a grain of mustard seed, which, ane 
the seeds that be in the earth; but when it is sown it groweth up and be- 
cometh greater than all herbs, and shooteth out great branches; so oat 
the fowls of the air may lodge under the shadow of it.“ 

Do not these words apply most fittingly to the Synod of the North- 
west? It might well be called the MUSTARD SEED SYNOD. 


It is truly befitting that we should celebrate today the completion of 
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the 40 years of pilgrimage of the English Lutheran work in which we hae | 
been engaged. 5 

The year 1883 was the 400th anniversary * the birth of the Great 
Reformer and that year marks the appearance of the first English Lutheran 
missionary to the Northwest. Rev. G. H. Trabert arrived in January 
and his volunteer helper, student A. J. D. Haupt arrived in May. 

Work was begun in Minneapolis at St. John's immediately after the 
arrival of the missionary, but an organization was not affected until May 
29th, and on June 8th, according to the records in the Register of Deeds of 
Hennepin County, the Articles of Incorporation were filed. | 3 

Rev. G. H. Trabert, Andrew Holt, (now Justice on the Supreme Bench 
of the state), Rev. Wm. Thompson, Prof. W. W. Wraaman, C. W. Olinger, 
C. Froelich, H. H. John and John Dietz were the first members of the or- 
ganization, 8 in all. Four of ‘appear: on the! Artic 
corporation, Trabert, Wraaman, Olinger and Holt. 


On the Ist of June, 1883, Missionary Trabert and Student Haupt 
canvassed St. Paul to find some place to hold services. At last a small 
hall for $9 per Sunday rent was secured. Only one family, the Knauffs 
of St. Mark’s, Philadelphia, was known to the missionaries as a nucleus. 
Nevertheless the first service was held on Sunday, June 3rd. The follow- 
ing Sunday, through a notice in the papers, the Garloughs and Maelntoshes 
from the West Side, formerly of Morrisburg, Canada, came and expressed 
a desire to have a church established. Memorial, St. Paul, was incorpora- 
ted July 24th, 1883, with Missionary Trabert, Student Haupt, H. W 

 Knauff, S. I. Garlough and B. U. MacIntosh as the incorporators; Mrs. 
Knauff and Mrs. MacIntosh completed the balance of the congregation, 
6 in all. Thus the mustard seeds sown, 40 years ago, in cities already the 
gateways of the Northwest, with an aggregate population of some 130,000. 
What could six or eight people do to support a pastor; all of them in mod- 
erate circumstances, with the East Church not awakened to the vast field 
and the crying needs of this Northwest territory? Those were never to be 
forgotten days for the pioneers. The first salary paid the missionary to 
St. Paul the following year, was $100 or $8.33 per month, with an additional 
$100 promised quarterly by the Board of * but frequently late in 
coming. 

Yet, out of those feeble beginnings what do we behold today? - What 
wonders God hath wrought! Before the first decade had closed the Synod 
of the Northwest was organized in Memorial Church, St. Paul, Sept. 23rd, 
1891; the same year that the Chicago Seminary was opened. 

After 8 years of pioneer work the Synod started with 7 pastors, 6 
congregations; Old St. John’s, the mother church, being still in the Augus- 
tana; a membership of 343 communicants in good standing, a Sunday 
School enrollment of 656 and offerings for all purposes amounting to $4,- 
857.12. 


va 


‘ At the end of the Ist decade 1893, we find 8 pastors, 7 congregations, 


627 members in good standing, 870 baptized members and total pape =. 
$5,836.31; the mustard seed had begun to grow. 


The second decade marks a heavy loss, in the withdrawal of 7 pastors, | 
6 congregations, 175 members and $2103.96 in contributions to form the 4 
Pacific Synod organized Sept. 25th, 1901. This was the same number of 5 
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pastors and congregations and about half the membership and contributions 
of the original synod. But the Lord continued to bless us and at the end 
of the second decade, 1903, we had made up our losses with 17 pastors, 21 
congregations, 3,034 members, 5,568 baptized membership and total off- 
erings of $36,495.54. This decade also marks a great advance in offerings. 


In 1897 there were $9,726.30; in 1898 $21,404.01 over double in one year. | 


The next decade 1903 to 1913 Synod more than doubled itself in nearly 
every item, but the most noticeable feature was that of benovelences which 
advanced from $2,080.81 in 1903 to $10,324.20 in 1913; the other advances 
were as follows: Pastors from 17 to 35; congregations from 21 to 38; mem- 
bers from 3,034 to 6,864; baptized membership from 5, 568 to 16,364 and 
offerings from $36,495.54 to $107,916.89. 


And so after 40 years, from the two small, struggling congregations, 
aggregating some 15 souls, we now have pastors, professors, field mission- 
aries and Inner Mission workers, a communicant membership of 19,773, 
a baptized membership of 30,981, a Sunday School enrollment of 11,549 
and total offerings amounting to $432,912.; what a contrast! 


How your pioneers, who, by the Grace of God have been spared to see 
this day, do rejoice with you in the rapidly growing tree which is gathering 
immortal souls from all nations and peoples under its shadow, in the home 
land and in foreign lands. 


It may be interesting to note that there are, on the roll of Synod, 6 
names which placed there in the last century; Rev. G. H. Gerberding and 
Dr. A. J. D. Haupt who were in the original seven; three of whom have 
passed to their eternal reward; Rev. Dr. G. H. Trabert, the original pioneer 
who united with Synod in 1898, Rev. James F. Beates who was admitted 
in 1894, Rev. Dr. H. K. Gebhart who came to us in 1895 but who has had 
the longest continuous service in the Synod for 28 years, never having 
missed a Synodical session; Rev. Dr. Alfred Ramsey who was received in 
1896. The terms of the other men were broken for a time. Drs. G er- 
berding and Ramsey served as professors in the Chicago Seminary, Dr. 
Haupt for 3 years in the Pittsburgh Inner Mission, cutting his time of ser- 
vice in Synod to 29 years. Dr. Trabert has a consecutive record of 25 
years since his return from the east, and Rev. Beates of 22 years, having 
spent 7 years in the Wilkes Barre. 

Your Committee would further report that not one of the pastors have 
sent in any new material of historical value, photographs of their halls, 
churches or themselves.» This is important as things are rapidly changing 
and in a few years these items and pictures will be of great historic value. 


It might be well for Synod to define the duties of the Historical Com- 
mittee and of the Archivist. Some seem to feel that if they send to the 
Archivist, their duty is done, if this is true it may be best to discontinue 
the historical committee until such times as Synod may require some special 
work done, then appoint a new committee for that work; but if this com- 
mittee is to be continued year after year, its duties should be defined and 
the pastors and congregations of Synod should lighten the burdens of the 
Committee by sending in the material of importance to their field of labor. 


We suggest that Synod set apart ten minutes at the close of one of its

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
| CHURCH 


Buffalo, N. V., October 17-25, 1922 


A delegation of eleven represented this body at Buffalo. The U. L. C. 
comprises 38 Synods, 2878 pastors, 3778 congregations, 1,152,466 baptized 
and 810,707 confirmed members who contributed in 1922 three million 
dollars for benevolences and 1034 millions for current expenses. 

The minutes of proceedings bulk large and comprise a volume of nearly 
600 pages. All proceedings of the U. L. C. effect this body as a part of the 
whole and all resolutions adopted under each report should properly find 
a place in this report. However to avoid needless reprint your delegation 
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OF THE NORTHWEST 


deems it sufficient to call the mind of Synod to this fact, and limits itself 
to items which effect this Synod in particular. . 


1. The Laymen’s Missionary Movement held an inspiring session 
throughout the day proceeding the convention. The object of this move- 
ment is set forth in a paragraph of the report of its executive committee:

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


The Saviour went about doing good. Distress and misery of 
every character appealed to His loving heart. The Church is called 
upon to help those in need and enable them to see the grace and mercy 
of God in the loving service shown by His people. Recognizing what 
St. James says, “Pure religion and undefiled before God and the 
Father is this, to visit the fatherless and widows in their affliction,” 
your Committee submits the following report: 

This Synod has always been more or less interested in Inner 
Mission work, although having no institutions of its own, a number 
of its pastors and many of its members have been aiding such work 
in connection with others for years. 


SECTION I. 


The report of the Inner Mission Committee as given last year 
was only adopted in part (see minutes pages 55-58), Section two 
being referred back to the Committee. In the resolutions your com- 
mittee suggests the name LAY WORKER be substituted for Lay 
Reader. 

I. The Need 


RESOLVED:—tThat the work of the Church at present requires 
that the services of the regularly ordained pastor be supplemented by 
lay activity. 

At certain times and places and under certain conditions it is 
necessary to call upon properly qualified and trained lay workers for 

some of the-serviees usual to the Gospel ministry. 

| In establishing the office of Lay Worker in the Lutheran Church 
the universal priesthood of all believers is recognized, and hence the 
call to all Christians to be active in Christ's service. 


II. Qualifications 


RESOLVED:— That the qualifications of the Synodical Lay 
Worker shall be that he be a man “of good report and full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom” (Arts 6:3), and that he shall be recom- 
mended by the pastor and the Chureh Council of the Congregation of 
which he is a member. 

The President of Synod and the Examining Committee shall be 
satisfied upon proper examination, that the applicant is qualified for 
the office by Christian character, biblical and general knowledge, 
soundness in the Lutheran faith; practical experience, and the adapt- 
ability for the work. } 


If possible, the applicant should be a graduate of some Latheran 
Bible Institute. 


III. Duties and Functions 


RESOLVED:—That the Synodical Lay Worker may conduct ser- 
vices in vacant congregations as a temporary supply; at mission 
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points, and in benevolent, reformatory and penal institutions, but 


shall not be permanently assigned to a congregation that has the 
opportunity to call and the ability to support a regular pastor. 

The Lay Worker may read approved sermons, or, with the ap- 
proval of the President of Synod, may preach original sermons. He is 
to use the appointed services but not the Communion Service. He may 
use the Lessons and Prayers for the Sick, the Burial of the Dead, and 
in case of emergency, the Order of Baptism. 


IV. Selection 


RESOLVED:—tThat as the Apostles urged the brethren of the 
early church to look out men with the above qualifications, so pastors 
and congregations today, in co-operation with the officers of Synod 
and the Synodical Inner Mission Committee, should seek out men who 
have the qualifications for this special work. 


V. Commissioning 


RESOLVED:— That Lay Workers particularly qualified ‘i pre- 
pared by duly commissioned by Synod through the President or 
‘authorized agent or committee, at a formal public service, the time 
and place of which shall be determined by those interested and of- 
ficiating. 


VI. Supervision 


RESOLVED:—tThat the supervision of the Synodical Lay Work- 
ers be in the hands of the President of Synod in council with the 
Synodical Inner Mission Committee, or as Synod may direct. 

Every Lay Worker thus employed shall submit a monthly report 


of his work to the official under whose immediate direction he labors.

SUPPLEMENT TO INNER MISSION WORK > 
FOR INFORMATION : 


The Inner Mission Board of the U. L. C. A. calls on the Synodical 
Committee to make a survey of the territory of the Synod to dis- 
cover who are uncared for, delinquent, lost, ete. But our territory is 


too large to do this with success. It takes time and money to make 


such researches if they are to be of any value whatsoever. 


For over nine years Dr. Haupt, a member of this Committee, 
has been working as the Protestant Chaplain in the Courts of St. Paul; 


called by the League of Protestant women from his parish at Albert 
Lea, to take up this difficult and important work. He is handling on 
an average of 30 cases a month, but many of them repeated, some of 
them he has had on the uplift, parents and children, for the 9 years 


of his service A case consists at times of an individual, at times a 


family. As many as 45 children have been under his care in one 
month. 

He reports that from 1915 to 1918 inclusive, there were 2322 de- 
linquent children in the Juvenile Court. Of these only 358 were girls, 
and yet some who have not looked into conditions and know little or 
nothing about Court work would place a young woman in charge of 
the work, whereas there were 1964 boys of which 1404 were from 13 
to 17 inclusive. In a recent report of the chief probation officer 
covering five and one-half months, there were 414 children in the 
court; of these there were only 37 Lutherans or about 80 to 100 per 
year, yet even that number is worth looking after. This is a great 
and important branch of the Inner Mission that should not be over- 
looked. The Colony of Mercy is an indispensible adjunct to the Court 
Work and the Court Worker is helpful to the receiving homes of the 
Colony of Mercy, one can hardly do without the other to accomplish 
the greatest good. 

Dr. Haupt’s research shows that there were 634 applications for 
divorce in Ramsey- county in one year, about 1 for every 6 marriage 
licenses issued, and the Home Protective Association which is now 
trying to back the work, is endeavoring to check the tide of divorces. 
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Many cases are being turned over to our Court Chaplain before they 
get into Court, both by the Judge and by the attorneys . He also finds 
that there were not less than 400 innocent, illegitimate babes born in 
four of our institutions, that the city hospital either could not or 
would not give the ages of the unfortunate mothers, but that in two 


of the other institutions it was officially reported that two-thirds of 


the mothers were high school and college girls, and that two-thirds 
of them were under 18 years of age. These are startling facts and 
figures, painful though they may be, and they forcefully emphasize 
the need of a very much more active Inner Mission program to head 
off the tide of broken homes which is sweeping the nation today. We 
are sleeping over a live volcano and the nation will feel its fire if 
active efforts are not immediately put forth. | 

The magazine section of our Sunday papers is the greatest school 
of crime we have today, with the added flare head-lines of crimes and 


pictures of criminals and the suggestions that are published broad- 


cast. 
The movies with their sex draw pictures, hold-up scenes and the | 


like and their Sunday attractions, breaking down the moral life and 


the religious life of the coming generation, are a further peril to the 
Church and State. 


The Inner Mission in action will help to stem the tide and save 
these souls who have already gone astray or are about to go. Is not 
the work of PREVENTION’ far better than the work of RESCUE? 
What will our Synod do to forward the work? 3

THE INNER MISSION WORK IN MINNEAPOLIS 


The work is divided in FIVE DIFFERENT BRANCHES: 

Branch I is General Mission Work. In this is included family 
case work. Here the Mission Workers made 1633 calls in the interest 
of 250 families. In Rescue work 36 cases were dealt with. 

1541 calls were made in public city institutions. There is also a 
department to assist the Travelers’ Aid Society in directing imi- 


grants and other strangers coming to the city. 


The needy working mothers are gathered twice a month for in- 
struction in housekeeping, when talks on home and religious topics 
are given. 

On Saturday forenoon a religious school is conducted, and in the 
afternoon two sewing clubs coupled with religious exercises are ar- 


ranged. There is also a manual training club for boys. 


Sunday afternoon a Mission Sunday School is conducted with an 
average attendance of 75. |

Branch III. Institutional Work. The Luther Home serves as 
headquarters and offices of the Lutheran Inner Mission Society, and 
a boarding home for the Mission workers, and the Training School 
students. The Kindergarten and Nursery rooms, the class rooms and 
chapel are likewise located in this institution. Here 51 regular resi- 
dents are accommodated. The Hospice of Young Women has 91 reg- 
ular residents. The Home for Indigent and Convalescent Women, is 
an old building called the Luther Home Annex. The object is to care 
for such women as are without a home and proper care. Here a 
larger and better arranged building is very necessary. ) 

Branch IV. The training School. This institution has proved a 
blessing for the work. It is furnishing specially trained workers for 
parish work as well as for Home, Inner and Foreign Mission Fields. 
There were 17 students registered for the school year. 

Branch V. Publicity Work. The Inner Mission Herald was pub- 
lished by the Inner Mission Society. It had 5,000 subscribers. It 
has been merged into the Inner Mission Messenger, and costs 25 cents 
a year. It deserves a large circulation. 21,721 tracts were distrib- 
uted and 53 Gospels and Bibles were given out free. 


There was spent for purely charity work during the year 829, 


719.08. This left the Society with a deficit of $1,500, which has as 


yet not been reduced. The Society received from the Synod of the 


Northwest $350.81 of which $135.46 came direct from the Treasurer, 
and $215.35 from individuals and congregations. 

Before the merger with the Colony of Mercy, the Inner Mission 
Society had 20 paid employees, besides 8 in the Summer camp. The 
volunteer workers were about 25 theological students of the training 
school. The domestic —— is not included with the employees.“

CENTRAL CONFERENCE 
From August 1, 1921 to July 31, 1922 


The Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Women’s Missionary 
Society of the Central Conference of the Synod of the Northwest met 
in Faith Church, St. Paul, Minn., Rev. Chas. L. Grant, Pastor, No- 
vember 7th and 8th, 1922. 

Roll call showed twenty-five of the twenty-six societies repre- 
sented with delegates. One new society, Lincolntown, Minn., was 
received as a member. 

The President in her report stressed the need of— 

(a) Increasing the membership. 

(b) Increasing our gifts to the General Fund through the Thank 
Offering boxes. 

(c) The support of the Ministerial Relief Fund. 

(d) The Immigrant work by helping to educate . 
dents. 

(e) The Young Women's Department. To ae and train our 
young women for future usefulness in the women's work. w 

(f) Light Brigades. To organize one in every congregation un- 
der the supervision of the local Women’s Missionary Society and that 
if possible a mass meeting of children under the direction of the 
Light Brigade Secretary be held at our next annual convention. 

(g) Week of Prayer during the first full week in Lent. The 


Week of Prayer has brought its incalculable spiritual benefits to all 


who have observed it. 
(h) Japan School. We ask fifty cents per member per year for 
two years to help build a girl’s school in Japan during the Biennium 


as a fitting celebration of the Tenth Anniversary of the first women 


‘missionaries to Japan. 


(i) The Travel Fund (now the Biennial Expense Fund) has been 
raised by the General Society from five cents per member per year to 


ten cents per member per year. That a Literature Secretary be ap- 
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pointed in each „„ (Wom- 
an’s Work) and follow up renewals. | 
In response to the action of Synod to “invite a member of the 
Women’s Conference Missionary Society to attend the sessions of the 
Synod, who shall be seated as advisory member” the convention elected 


its President, Mrs. M. J. Bieber, Minneapolis, as representative and 
Mrs. F. E. Warner, Stacy, as alternate. 
The Conference Society voted a $100 3 for the Students 


Aid Fund of Northwestern Seminary. This to be paid by each society | 


giving five dollars. The Conference Society took a long step forward 
when it decided on doing its part in the organization of a Synodical 
Society. Mrs. L. F. Gruber, St. Paul, and Mrs. Albert Enblom, Minne- 
apolis were elected the committee with power to act when similar 
committees from the other two Conference Societies are appointed. 

The convention was honored in having Mrs. L. H. Sandford, Lan- 
caster, Pa.; Mrs. W. F. Bacher, Fargo, N. D.; Mrs. Frank Henssing, 
and Mrs. W. E. Black, Milwaukee, Wis., bring greetings and take part 
in the discussions.
